But if the writing of Leouitius, & which 
was a greate while before his time, John 
Stoffler ,and other Aſtronomers judgements 
of thoſe rare Coniunctions of all the Plas» 
nets in the ende of watery Trigon bee true: 
* certes I beleeue, and verily perſwade my 

elfe) I ay plainely, it is a thing greatly to be 
maruelled at, that thoſe collations of times 
(in which the Lord God either hath beſtow- 
ed ſingular benefites vpon his Church, and 


alſo wil beſtowe, or altered kingdomes, and 


will altar) by ſuch a certaine wonderfull e- 
qualitie, and quantitie of numbers ſhoulde 
anſwere betweene themſelues, euen as thoſe 

reaſons of Aſtronomers in euerie reſpecte 
haue done. Of which it is euidenly gathered, 
that the Lord God by a ſingular prouidence 
and eternall counſel, doth guide and gouerne 
all thinges. And alſo it is plainely to be ſeene, 
that he hath made the Starres, and the courſe 


of them to be as it were clockes of his eternal 
counſell, and gouernementes of ſuch 


thinges 
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in his Church, and common weales, euen as 
the Lorde God alſo doth witneſſe himſelfe, 
that thoſe lightes in the Firmament of hea- 
gen ſhoulde bee for ſignes of times, and daies, 
and yeeres. 4 

And therefore from theſe things doe cun- 
ning -Aſtronomers fetch their cofiectures, 


becauſe through a certaine order which the 


ſtarres doe keepe, they haue by long vſe ob- 
ſerued very many thinges, that ſo from a true 


obſeruation of principles, they may bring 
foorth generall coniectures, whole cuentes 
doe maruellouſly agree together. And that 
there is a certaine order, or a true courſe of 
the ſtarres, that wonderfull agreeing toge- 


a ON 
ther of yeeres, continually in great alteration 


ofkingdomes,and Religion, which hath ben 


marked, is a great proofe: as by that which is 
already ſpoken, may, and hereafter ſhal more 
plainly appeare. Truly, as often as I conſider 
theſe things, l am not only exceedingly trou- 
bled in minde, but as it were compelled to 
beleeue, that that eſpeciall time of the end of 
this world is nigh at hand: becauſe the Lorde

taine tokens, to wit, that afore his comming, 


there ſhalbe a darkening of the Sunne and 


Moone, that the qualities of the heauens {hal 
be troubled.

An application of hiſtories, and other teſtimo- 
nies , with a ſhort repetition of that 
which is ſpoken, 


Herefore , in my iudgemente 
at herein is conteined a wonder- 
full myſterie, yea greater than 
may be vttered by any mortall 
2A man, in that our mercifull Fa- 
ther (if any credit may bee giuen to Ma. 
thematicians) to theſe three times betweene 
thofe two thowſande yeeres of the laſt age, 
which (according to Elias Propheſie) were 
appointed to Chriſte, hath annexed the ſame 
coniunction of all the Planets, vnder the 
ſame ſignes. Becauſe, if theſe Mathematicall 
obſeruations, together with that agreement 
of times already ſpoken of, were compared 
with the propheſies of the Prophetes of 
Chriſt, and of Paul, we ſhall finde a maruel- 
lous conſent of all theſe thinges . Which 
thing by the prophets, by Chriſt,& by the A- 
poſtles, the ſtars ſignifieng the ſame through 
the vnſpeakeable loue of God towardes his 
Church, is therfore done, that theſe three

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- uation ,, ſhoulde bee marked: to wit: about 
what time Chriſt tooke vpon him our na- 
ture: alſo about what time, by the comming 
of Antichriſt, the true doctrine of Chriſt was 
obſcured, and that ſonne of perdition obtei- 
ned the chiefe place in the Church and em- 
pire of the worlde: and finally , about what 
time that glorious comming of the Sonne of 
God to iudgement is to bee looked for. But

For in the time of Paule, 
there were ſome in ſo wicked an opinion, 
that they thought the comming of the Lord 
euen then to bee nigh at hand: vhome Paule, 
endeuoureth to bring from that error, tea: 
thing that the Lord ſhould not come, before 
that wicked man an enimie to God, were 
5 T filt 
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firſt reuealed, & that he ſhould not be reuea- 
led, except firſt that ancient ang preſent Em- 
pire of Rome were vtterly aboliſhed. Which 
thing hee doeth ſignifie in theſe wordes, ſai- 
eng! Hee onelie which keepeth, let lum holde 
preſentiy, vntill hee be taken away, and then that 
Wicked man ſhalbe diſcloſed. Hicrome folowed 
5 the ſame ſenſe, writing vnto Algaſia, in this 
Age manner: Qua cauſa ſit, &c. That is: Tos know 
of very well, what the cauſe is, that Antichriſt now 
preſently commeth not. He will not plainlic ſay, 
that the Romane Empire muſt bee deſtroied, 
which the gouernours thereof ſuppoſe ſhall con- 
tim ue for euer. Whereof it is, that according to 
Jobns Reue lation, in the forehead of that purpled 
barlot, there ts writtena name of blaſphemie, of 
euerlaſting Rome. For if he had plainely ſaide, 
eAntichreit ſhall not come, except firſt the Ro- 
mane Empire bee aboliſped, a mſt cauſe there 
mighi ariſe of perſecuting the Eaſt Church, 
= which then was. And a litle aſter, he faith: The 
RLXᷓ;ᷓceomane empire, which nom keepeth all nations in 
ſſubiection, muſt bee onerthrowen, and then ſhall

Rome, afterwards was greatly diminiſhed by Dizifon of the; 
the great Twurke & Saraſins , whoſe power at- empire of Rowe 
terward increaſed more and more, and that. 
mightily. Afterward,alitle before the reigne 
of Carolus Caluus, coſen to Charles the great, 
the Tartarian Turkes, by occaſion they were 
requeſted to aſſiſt the Perſians againſt the 
Saraſint, obteined all Aſia: and theſe embra- 
cing the Mahometicall fe, at the length 
came to be of great power. So that theſe two 
wicked and Antichriſtian kingdomes tooke 
their beginning, when the Romane Empire 
in Phocas time and Heraclius, was impaired, 
and in the reigne of Charles the great, tho 
Empire almoſt ſubuerted, they daily more 
and more mightily increaſed in this weaks 
anddiuifled kingdome, whole feete were be- 
come partly of iron, and us of earth.

be to bee feared , with howe great diligenee 
and watchfulneſſe, ſhoulde wee ſeeke to e- 
eſcape thoſe enimies, which would ſpoile vs 
of our eternall riches, and kingedome of hea- 
uen? Heere we vſe great heede and wiſdome 
to preſerue our mortall bodies from hurte 
and daunger - but to ſaue our ſoules which 
are immortall from eternall paines in hel, we 
are altogether careleſſe and nothing circum- 
ſpect . And yet more woulde it beſeeme the 
childrẽ of light to be more careful in ſeeking, 
and keeping thoſe thinges which are cele- 
ftiall,thanare worldelinges paineful in enri- 
ching themſelues with ſuch thinges as they 
are neither ſure to enioy while they are aliue, 
nor can aſſure them of anie ioye when they 
ars dead. Vea let vs thinke and perſwade our 
ol {clues, 
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Ic e.elues, that in the ſight of God it is not ſhame 
* - Full; but abhominable that the elect or cho- 
ſen of people of God, which ſhoulde be wiſe 
and circumſpect, ſhall in this care be ſurpaſ- 
ſedof wicked worldelinges :. and the more 
highlie we diſpleaſe our God, by hoe much 
the thinges which we ſo little eſteeme, are 

more excellent than that which they ſo hunt 

after, betweene which ( ſo ſurpaſſing is the 
treaſure prepared for the godlie) there is no 
compariſon, This exhortation though it per- 
teine to all men at all times, yet now eſpeci- 
ally in theſe dangerous daies, in which euery 
here we ſee ſo many by ſodaine and ſtrange 
death to be taken out of this worlde : and 
hecauſe euery man ſhall die ( though the cer- 
taine houre and daie none doth knowe) and 
Hall either wofully be ſent among the diuels 
into hell, or ioyfully bee receiued into the fe- 
lowſhip of the faithful into heauen. 
. |, Wherefore, ſith the ſpirite in the faithful 
is willing, but the fleſh very weake and blind 
in heauenly thinges , we are to beſeech our 
heauenlie Father in continuall praiers, that 
by his holie ſpirite he would dailie more and 


more encreaſe and ſtrengthen our weake & 


feeble faith. And therfore we heartilie deſire 
thee, O eternall Father, that thou wilt not 
, vtterlie breake vs, though we bow not as we 
q mould, neither deale with iuſtice, though 75

doe not our duties, acco! ing 0:thy-yrill 
but keepe vs good God in thy welbeloued 

Sonne, illuminate our mindes with thy holie

ceiued a better opinion of une and my know- | 
ledge, than either I doe looke for, or in deede 
is requiſite, For Hee no ſuch giftes in my ſelf, 
as you friendlie do aſcribe vnto me, and Iex- 
ceedingly do wiſh, I would in deede if in tlie 
ſerting foorth of that worke, Thad followed 
the counſell of Horace, who commendeth ra- 
ther a differring thana raſn doing of things) 
I would, Iſay, baye/written the ſame more 
plainly, copiouſſie & orderly, than I did: but 
it was with me as Wich thoſe, which hauing 

found a goodly & precious thing, cãnot with 
out imparting the ſame to others, long keepe 
it ſecret, that ſo together they may enioy the 
ſame, and reioice. For many things are in this 
boolce, which ſure I am, I neuer read, and as 
certaine, I neuer hard of any. And therfore as 
euerie man commends his own, ſo in mine o- 
piu. 
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pinion , for the inuention, mine were com 


mendable. Thence it was that thoſe thinges, 
which particularly I had pondered in my 
minde, and gathered confuſedly in the ſpace 
of three moneths, I could not chooſe, but ge- 
nerally, for the commodity of all Chriſtians, 
_ eſpecially for the comfort of our Church, thẽ 
viſited with the plague ; publiſh and ſet in 
rint.But ſeeing that manie learned and zea - 
ous men doe allowe the worke, and you fo 
like it, that you both loue mee, as Iknowe, 
therefore : and haue dra wen it into Engliſh, 
for a more generall commoditie: I am ſo far 
from repenting my publiſhing thereof, that 


Igreatly reioice-and praſs God therefore,

ich by the mouth of babes and yongones, 
ſomtime wil haue his glorie to be ſer foorth. 
There bee which reiect that ſaieng of Eli- 
4 , concerning the ſixe thouſande yeeres of 
the worldes continuance: and they, becauſe 
Ihaue vſed his wordes for an argument, al- 
though not the principall, doe not ſo greatly 
therefote account of my booke'; ' Whole 
words haue made mee the more deepely and 
throughly to confider of this matter: in ſtu- 
dy whereof, many diuine and celeſtiall cogi- 
ations came into my minde, which asl haue 
vttered to ſome godly and learned men in 
familiar talke (who exceedingly do like the) 
ſo I cannot chooſe but impart them to you, 
23 f M 4 by. 
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bout the erernall prouidence of Almightie 
God. And that was it, which made me, when 
we were together, to demaunde when you 
would returne, and ſince your departure tq 
wiſh the ſame. But for that I ſec, which Iam 
ſorie to heare, by your letters, that you be 

out of al hope to returne by Emden into Eng- 

land, I wil not let to vnfolde that by writing, 
which by words I was minded to haue vtte- 
red, if wee might haue mette, that is, as I may 
for my buſineſſe, to confirme the wordes of 
Ehas. I will alleadge ſuch proofe, as were 
not his to be read, yet by that which I bring 
forth, it ſhalbe euident, that this his opinion 
of the ſixe thouſand yeere of the worlde, is 


not onelie auncient, hut alſo credible, con- 
Hrmed by the teſtimonie of Scripture , and 
comprcehended in the wardes of the creation 
myſticallie, obſeruing the true ſenſe of the 
For if you diligently conſider and cal int 
minde the workes which God did in euerie 
of thoſe daies, & compare them orderly with 
ſuch things as haue hapned in the ſixe thou · 

ſond yeres of the world, you ſhall eaſily per- 
eiue greate myſteries to lie vnder — 
words, & to bee propheſies of thinges done 
from the beginning of che warld, yavill. rhe 
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ſtories afthe old Teſtament are types and fi- 
es of things to come. So that we may wel 
y, that the Lord God( with whom no timę 
is to come. and all thinges which ſhoulde be, 
were vndoubtedlie in the creation of tima 
preſent, & afore his cies) wouldę foorthwith 
chat the begining of all things ſhoulde bee 
che ſignifieng of ſome thing, that ſo the be- 
Bae end, anſwearing to tha 
firſt ſigne & laſt, & the framing ofthe world 
ſhould meete together in one, and breaks. 
off, as if they were but one. And that theſe 
thinges are ſo, I minde (hy a compariſon of 
thinges done euery thouſande yeere in the 
Church, with the works in euerie day of thę 
— creation) oooh to _—_ 8 
Epiſtle, for at large I cannot, being let by o- 
ther buſineſſe np rum tn 
Among other things ſtraight after the be- 
ginning (faith CHoſes,) The earth mas voide, 
Sc. This you ſee doth wondgrfully anſwere 
ynto the ſtate of Adam, and his poſteritie, 
which by the breaking and diſobeieng the 
commaundements of God became earthlie, 
deſtitute of all goodneſſe, and in darknes for 
want ofhis grace. Notwithſtanding throygh 
his wonderfull mercie, God by the promiſe 
af che {cede ofthe woman to come, which 
Was Chriſt, created a ne light in Adem, and 
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ſeparated the children of light in the'poſte- 
ritie of Seth, from the children of darkeneſſe 
in the progenie of Cain. Theſe thinges were 
done in the firſt thouſande yeeres after the 
manner of the creation of the firſt day, when 
light was made, aud darkenes ſeparated from 
the ſame, & c. | 
In the ſecond thouſand, the floud came, 
and all the earth was couered with water: ſo 
that the worke ofthe ſecond daie, when God 
parted the waters aſunder, is not vnlike the 
time when God,after the floud, in the ſecond 
thouſande yeeres of the world, reuolced the 
waters from the earth. For where a diuiſion 


is made, there was a confuſion firſt. In the ſe- 


cond millenarie there was a confuſion, firſt 
of matrimonie betweene the ſonnes of God, 
the Church: and the daughters of men, the 
Heathen: Secondlie of elementes, by the 
floud: Thirdly, of tongues, at the deſtruction 
of Babylon. Of theſe confuſions afterwarde a 
diuiſion was made, as was the element of 
water, from the water aboue the firmament, 
in the ſecond daie of the creation. For Noe & 
his familie being then the Church, were ſe- 
parated from the wicked world: and for the 
confuſion of tongues, a diuiſion of nations 
But as the thirdedaie, God ſeparated the 
Waters, and the earth, and made the earth to 
ov . 5 bring 
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likewiſe in the thirde millenarie of the 
world, by the viſible ſignes of the ſacred co- 
uenant made with Abraham, & many yeeres 
after by the ſolemmne publiſhing of his com- 
maundements in mount Sinai, the Lorde 
God made a ſeparation of wauering, trou- 
bleſome, and vngodlie men, as it were of 
waters and drie grounde from the earth, 
fruitefull and greene with hearbes and ſeede, 
mat is, from the Iewes the choſen and holie 
11 of God, which hee (as the ſacred ver- 


ſes doe witneſſe)in thoſe daies before all na- 


tions had maruellouſlie adorned and bleſſed 
with manie godlie Patriarches, Prophetes, 
Prieſtes, Captaines & Kings, with Dania and 
Solomon, that ſothey might aboue all people 
flouriſh in well doing, or might be as a tree 
of life planted by the ſprings of water, whoſe 
fruit is ripe in due ſeaſon. ne 
But at length in the fourth daie the Lord 
made tw d great lightes, to wit the 8unne and 
Moone. And ſo likewiſe in the ende ofihe 
fourth millenarie or thouſande yecre, our 
moſt mercifull Father cauſed the Sonne of 
righteouſneſſe, which was Ieſus Chriſt the 
onelie begotten. Sonne of G O D, the true 
Sonne of our iuſtification, and the brightnes 
ofthe Father to appeare, which by his eter- 
nall & cuerlaſting light, & the * 
8110 arxes 
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ſſtarres of Heauen, whichare his Apoſiles 
"= DoRours of the Church, cauſed the Moone, 
that is, the Church to ſhine in the night, that 
is, to the Gentiles ſitting in darkeneſſa. Hero 
= more would be ſaid, which I paſſe auer in ſi · 
[ lenee, becauſe I muſt be ſhort , leaving them 
to your priuate conſideration. ar h 
That the Lord God the fift daie did create 

5 ſundrie & diuers kindes of ljuing creatures, 
5 of fouls, & ſiſhes in the raging ſea, & aẽ, that 
very aptly agreeth with the fift millenaric of 

this troubleſome world, which is compared 
by the Prophets, & in the Reuelation to the 
ſea. For in that were manie dragoniſh author 
rities ariſing from the ſea, like monſtruous 
& greedie whales, to the perſecuting and de- 
uouring of good fiſhes, which are true ſer» 
uants of God. Likewiſe in the aer were many 
fouls, that is filthy heryſies, ſeeming through 
retence of holineſſe to flie as it were into 
eauen. Finally, at length that — ou Le- 
vues, that damned ſonne with his horril le 
erue of Locaſtes aſcended out of hell, and 
obſcured the Sunne of righteouſnes, which 
is Chriſt, or his Goſpell. 
Finally alſo the creation of the ſixt daie 
doth notably aunſwere in a ſpirituall ſenſe 
to the fixt millenaric of the world. For as the 
Lord God the ſixt day created all the beaſtes 
ofthe earth, according to their linde: _

tours of the Pope, the whole world became 
wild and beaſtlie, ignoraumt without knows 
ledge, and ſauage without vnderſtanding- 
But having created the beaſtes of the earth, 
at length man was created after the itnage 

of God, appointed Lorde ouer all benſtes de 
made poſſeſſor of Patadiſe. S0 likewiſe, 
through his vnſpeakabſe mercie in the mid- 
dle of the ſixt millenarie, GOD made men 
being beaſtlie,reafonable; being fooliſh and 
ſuperſtitions, wiſe & zZelons:& ſo made ther 
Lords oner the heaſtes of the earth. For hee 
Helinered theworlde from the barbatouſneʒ 
Which it was in? hee beſtowed vpon mati a 
plentiful knowledge of all ſtiences & tongs: 
& which more is, afore theeuening,arwhich 
time his Sonrre ſhall returne to indgement; 
he hath expelled vtterly the groſſe darknes 
ofthe Popes religion, and hath inflameck ite 
man the true light of his euetlaſting trueth, 
that that image of GOD, by the faith in 
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Chrift, here if this world reſtored, may at the 
Feth be made perfect in heaat᷑, where all the 
Kaltlifull as it were maiſters of all things, ſnall 
With Chriſt the Lorde enioy the euerlaſſimg 
Pleaſure of celeſtiall Paradiſe. And that ſhat- 
Seaforethe twilight of the Sunday, Which lx 
called the Lords day:for when the _ of 
9 righte- 
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Nl .)4ghteonſneſſe in the 1 iudgement ſhal 
azppeare, the godlie ſhal be raiſed to the cele- 
_ bration of that eternal Sabboth, but the wic- 
* ked by the horrible ſentence of their terrible 
E mae it were by a firie & glittering ſword, 
ſhall by force be expelled from the fruition 
of Paradiſe, & that becauſe, through the in- 
ſtinct of Satan, contrarie to the commaun- 
dements ofalmightie God, they would wil- 
fully eate of the tree of knowledge of good 
& euill, & haue refuſed the tree of life, which 
is Ieſus Chriſt, the taſte of whom is eternall 
life. Howe true this is, you may eaſily per- 
ceiue, if you conſider how infinite the nũber 
„ is, which are vainely profound in prophane | 
. knowledge, and how fewe there are which 
 wholy addict themſelues to the ſtudie of 
Chriſtianitie, which eſpecially conſiſteth in 
the loue of God and our neighbour s. 
So that to conclude, by thoſe thinges 
which I haue breefly ſaide, and woulde at 
large haue vttered, had not my buſineſſe at 
this time ben the greater, you may perceaue, 
that the myſteries of thinges to come con- 
tained literally vnder the verie words of the 
creation, are no leſſe, than are thoſe com- 
| prehended in the other ſtories of the olde 
: Teſtament, whichare ſhadowes of Chriſt, 
And wee alſo ſee, chat all the propheſięs of 
Chriſt, of his kingdome,and of the Empires 
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utward thinges ay 
be gathered, that the whole world, and hat 
els loeuer is and may be externall, is onelie 
rhing accident, & ſigniſieth the ſubſtan 
ſome things in deede or ſpirituall operation 
Iſaie moreouer, that he litle proſiteth by 
reading the Scriptures: which looketh oney 
lie vpon the letter: and yet Iam not of opt» 
nion, that all thinges are to bee — "a 
myltically : for ſometime to confirme fome : 
principall point of Chriſtian religion, an 
interpretation muſt bee made according to 
the true ſenſe of the wordes, without Alle- 
ories: & yet are many things of that nature, 
that no way they can be vnderſtood, without 
applications, figures and myſticall ſpeaking. 
Theſe things, becauſe I cannot haue your 
preſence, I haue thought good to communi- 
cate with you by writing, which I beſech you 
accept in good part. Me thinkes by your let- 
ters that you are perſuaded 1 haue publiſhed 
ſome other Bookes, which is not ſo. But I 
haue conferred with divers godlie men a- 
bout theſe and other matters, which I haue 
thought vpon, & they haue earneſtly gone 
about to perſuade mee to put them foorth 
in print. But e being the ciuil 
lawe, my buſineſſe great, and the doing of 
them as they ſhould requiretli long time,
